August 1998 Golden Focus alluded Guernsey milk re- 
search which was being funded our Guernsey Foundation. 


Much the results were covered the national convention 


Louisville, but I’m not sure the big picture has been presented for 
readers digest. not exactly scientist; and, therefore, will 
not paraphrase very much Dr. Lance Phillip’s report lest mis- 
state any way. may omit some wording, however. 

Phase Determination No. What are the key differences 
appearance, aroma, flavor and texture Guernsey milk versus regu- 
lar store milk? Determination No. Does Guernsey milk foam bet- 
ter for specialty coffees? Determination No. Does whey made 
from Guernsey milk contain the foam depressant typically observed 
regular store milk? 

Result No. With only Guernsey skim and Guernsey being 
compared regular store skim and 2%, the sensory panels could not 
differentiate except that the Guernsey had more yellow color. 
This they did not equate higher quality. (We will probably have 
re-educate them.) 

Result No. Guernsey milk performed quite well the steam 
frothing test. Guernsey milk forms stable foam which works well 
specialty coffees. 

The largest differences for the entire study were observed when 
comparing Guernsey whey with whey from regular milk (Result No. 
3). The Guernsey whey produced extremely stable foam; whereas, 
the whey from regular store milk did not foam This difference 
should extreme interest cheese manufacturers who process 


whey into whey protein powders concentrates, will produce 
higher quality cheese, higher quality whey and higher quality 
whey protein concentrate powder. 

Phase Study “Foaming Properties Milk from Various 
Breeds”. Milk from Guernsey, Brown Swiss, Jersey, Holstein and 
Ayrshire was used. This work demonstrated that whey from Guern- 
sey milk foamed much better than whey from milk the other breeds 
{Guernsey milk lacks foam depressant found the other milks. 
This not discouraging. potentially very valuable whey manu- 
facturers and producers.} Guernsey whey, unlike others, would not 
require expensive processing before using products requiring air 
incorporation. 

Phase III Study demonstrate that Guernsey skim milk will 
produce high quality foam, very similar whipped topping, when 
whipped: Whipped Holstein skim milk gave very poor results. 
Skimmed milk from Holstein Guernsey cross resulted whipped 
topping resembling Guernsey whipped topping. (Sell that Guernsey 
semen other breeds.) Guernsey skimmed milk was able produce 
quality non-fat (less than 1%) dairy whipped topping. haven’t 
seen many those the grocery shelf! 

Dr. Phillips ecstatic about these results, and we, Guernsey 
breeders, have right elated also. While these results seem 
off some direction heretofore unheard and seemingly little 
consequence, Dr. Phillips assures that some major food processors 
are watching this research with eyes wide-open. encourages us, 


association, begin identify ways segregating Guernsey 
milk various areas meet the, soon evident, demand. 

The beauty the whole thing Guernseys are the only cows 
make these products possible. other milk has the capabilities 
the “Fawn and White”. We, breeders, have thought this for years. 
Now have proof.

What you feel the best way make 
genetic progress your herd? Please ex- 
plain. 

KOHLER believe there are couple 
things that need make maxi- 
mum genetic progress. First all, need 
keep the semen tank inventory current. 
imperative that get the semen cows 
and calves the ground quickly. does 
good “save” the semen for the 
term future. can indeed make the bes 
genetic progress three four years, 
should using the sons these current 
bulls, and they should outdated. Sec- 
ondly, need use young sires cer- 
tain percentage the herd help prove 
the future sire line-up, and doing so, 
are utilizing tomorrow’s genetics today. 
WEAVER using the top production 
sires that excel functional type traits 
increase the herd-life characteristics fu- 
ture herd replacements. 

FULTON using the best genetics 
available. These are usually young sires. 
purchasing new genetics, concentrate 
deep-pedigrees and prefer the sires 
young sires highly ranked current A.I. 
bulls. 

JENSEN Use one the top PTI bulls 
for the majority your matings. sure 
use that will improve each cow's ma- 
jor weaknesses. Young sires should used 
least percent your cows and heif- 
ers, and make sure have good calf and 
heifer raising program that they can be- 
come healthy cows. 

TROTTER According educators, the 
best genetic progress achieved mating 
your potentially best heifers the young 
sires most likely succeed. have tried 
fairly aggressive have done 
embryo transfers virgin heifers and have 
also flushed young sire. far, both 
options have been beneficial. Just success 


note, had one virgin heifer super- 
ovulated twice, and both times, got 
fertile embryos. also have young sire 
waiting from one our top cows. 
This young sire was the result using 
young sire. 

What factors you consider before breed- 
ing for young sire? Please explain. 
KOHLER assume this question 


reference breeding for the explicit use 


creating young sires for future use, whether 
for studs, young sire sampling pro- 
grams, the clean-up bull for our herd 
the neighbors. The philosophy the same 
for them all. identify those cows the 
herd which believe are potential bull 
mothers, taking into consideration her pro- 
duction ability and potential, classification 
score, reproductive performance, maternal 
family members, index for milk, protein and 
fat (in that order) and showring perfor- 
mance. Then analyze the active A.I. line- 
determine which might the most 
correct mating for that individual. couple 
“advisors” might consulted well 
get their input and opinions, and then the 
mating made. Hopefully, pregnancy and 
live calf will result. bull, kept 
with the idea becoming service sire 
somewhere. heifer, all the better! there 
contract the cow, then will flush 
her. not, then the single mating will re- 
sult. 

FULTON This difficult question be- 
cause what breed for young sire may 
not what the bull stud wants breed! 
always breed for the money and that 
potential sale. 

The rest our cows and heifers are bred 
and flushed young sires and top-ranked 
bulls. the timing right, may 
flush high-indexing bulls and breed back 
young sire 
JENSEN The female should elite 
cow heifer your herd. The dam and 
grandam should also outstanding. Then 
the sire used should one the top PTI 
bulls that will mate well your cow and 
TROTTER like the consultations with 
our AGA staff, well the sound advice 
from some our representative buy- 
ers. Most these people want improve 
the breed whole and give their best judg- 
ments. value their input. Trotacre Farm, 
don’t just breed get high-numbered 
animal. want them logical and ideal 
matings. 
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What factors you consider before us- 
ing young sire? Please explain. 
KOHLER really not reject any 
young sires delivered here. believe each 
stud and young sire sampling group 
have their own criteria which the young sire 
must meet, and job help sample 
the bull, get calves the ground and milk- 
ing heifers test. Then we’ll let the actual 
performance sort out those which should 
used again and more consistently when the 
proofs come out. 

WEAVER Since the results using un- 
proven bulls rather unpredictable, use 
limited amount semen from five six 
young sires per year. The only way de- 
termine the merits any sire test and 
appraise their progeny. 

FULTON Almost none. The current 
proving programs have high standards for 
protein and fat percent and most concen- 
trate deep-pedigreed cows. The only se- 
lection that use not breed daughters 
and sons. this time, line-breeding has not 
been that common, and have been able 
avoid inbreeding. 

TROTTER The young sires that use 
are usually bulls supplied Mid-Atlantic 
Guernsey Sires and/or syndications we’ve 
been involved with. respect the judgments 
the people involved and believe they 
are our semen tank, then they are worthy 
using. 


What percent herd should bred 
young sire and why? 

KOHLER not sure there any hard 
and fast rule that should followed. For 
me, use young sires all second ser- 
vices, regardless age and then prob- 
lem breeders that want put several 
services into increase the chance preg- 
nancy. (Usually this from one own 
bulls being sampled somewhere and have 
straws utilize.) The only exceptions 
this philosophy are those cows described 
question three, who are potential bull 
mothers, and try stay with the chosen 
mating for three four services, then uti- 
lize the young high conception advan- 
tage. 

the herd should bred young sire. The 
future the breed depends it. 
FULTON Over percent. The cost 
very low, the conception high, and the 
genetics are the best available. Even young 
sire that does not prove out will still have 


better numbers than the average A.I. bull 


today. currently have three daughters 
non-released bull with excellent udders 
and good production. have had excel- 
lent success with the young sire program. 
the herd should bred young sire.

TROTTER our breed succeed,

KOHLER While have

WEAVER It’s more uncertain, but 
the pedigree information should give 
some idea the kind offspring un- 
proven bull will produce. Unfortunately, the 
breeding dairy cattle not exact sci- 
ence. 

FULTON Yes and no. You can estimate 
some traits and production examining 
the three generation pedigrees, but still 
bit guess. are more interested 
protein and fat percentages (which corre- 
lates positively with functional type) than 
selecting guessing about particular type 
traits. 

JENSEN properly sample young 
sire, should randomly use them rather 
than mate with them. 

TROTTER Yes, you your home- 
work, type transmittible trait. Know 
what you want improve and select bulls 
with parents that excel that area. takes 
some studying, and believe can work. 
Will the use young sire decrease the 
overall type herd? 

KOHLER suppose will depend 


how much one uses particular young sire. 


The philosophy here use maximum 
straws per young sire, which usually 
yields one two milking daughters (if 
we’re lucky) four years later. Conception 
rate, bull calves born and possible calf losses 
mean that original straws can’t hurt us. 
Then she’s that bad, ship her just 
like would ugly daughter proven 
bull. More often than not, the young sire 
daughter better than the average 
ter the proven bulls. 

WEAVER all depends the young 
sires that are chosen proven. think 
harder improve (or maintain) type be- 
cause type patterns transmitted un- 
proven bulls. study this question would 
helpful.

FULTON No. Our experience with 
young sire usage (especially Goliath, Pen- 
sion and Sherma Michael) shows that young 
sires raise classification scores overall. Our 
young sire daughters have been better 
uddered and have lasted longer than the 
current active A.I. bulls. However, must 
mention did have calving problems with 
one young sire. The calves were too big. 
pulled three out dead and one had 
cut out. still feel this was one-time 
problem and have avoided that particular 
bloodline and mating. 

JENSEN You will get more variability 
and extremes.

The AGA young sire groups are continuously evaluating new 
pedigrees potential sires for sampling. Two avenues cur- 
rently exist for sampling Guernsey bull. The A.I. organiza- 
tions buy several bulls every year for their sampling programs. 
These same studs lease bulls from the AGA young sire groups 
for sampling those herds. The AGA young sire 
groups have been instrumental maintaining the number 
young sires sampled each year. They have proven track re- 
cord producing top A.I. sires. Among them are “Perfecto”, 
“Magic”, “Admiral”, “Goliath” and “Velour”. They currently 
own nine bulls the active A.I. list. Often they work with 
bulls that may not have been sampled solely A.I. organ- 
ization. Each the young sire groups has selection commit- 
tee that chooses the bulls that their group interested in.

WEAVER The reality that some them 
aren't “breed improvers” does not enhance 
the genetics one's herd. Since nor- 
mally have only one two daughters 
young sire, hopefully the daughters plus 
proven sire will offset those minus 
proven sire. 

FULTON Not really. occasionally 
cannot use sire due inbreeding. have 
watch certain sires, like “Fayette”, 
“Smokey” and “Enhancer” and make sure 
are not inbreeding too much. But there 
are plenty outcross sires and outcross 
young sires available right now. 

JENSEN They are usually harder sell 
consignment sale. like freshen 
out all young sire daughters our herd 
insure that they get test and into his 
proof. 

TROTTER No, not all young sires are 
going make the proven list, but geneti- 
cally they are better than those the cur- 
rent list. The only disadvantage see 
you concentrate only one two young 
sires, and they are the ones that aren’t what 
they should have been. 


Considering the increased value breed- 
ing stock from proven bulls, why should 
breeders use young sires? 

KOHLER not sure agree that the 
breeding stock from only proven bulls will 
sell well. think that the good ones any 
Guernsey bull will sell well, regardless 
whether she sired proven young 
sire, especially she fancy! Granted, the 
proven bulls have track record upon which 
lean, but the unproven bulls potentially 
could even better! think the bottom side 
the pedigree needs considered also. 
guess believe the individuals will sell 
their own merit, not just who the sire 

WEAVER one uses young sires 
today, there will proven bulls tomor- 
row. “Where there vision, the people 
perish.” 

FULTON Besides increasing value 
sale cattle and increased production, there 
the thrill having one the best young 
sire daughters the first second proof. 
Then there that potential bull contract 
those young sire daughters. All the reasons 
come back added value. 

JENSEN get proven sires for our fu- 
ture and also increase the rate genetic 
gain your herd. 

TROTTER Young sires are fun, inex- 
pensive use, attract attention and are usu- 
ally more desirable than proven bulls. 


What the profitability your herd, when 
comparing daughters out young sires 
and daughters out proven bulls? 
KOHLER anything, think the daugh- 
ters the young sires are probably more 
productive than the ones the proven bulls, 
generally speaking. course, there will 
different situations for each individual sce- 
nario, but sure not lose profit- 
potential utilizing young sires. The 
young sires should genetically superior 
the active A.I. line-up anyway, are 
doing the right job genetically, since are 
using the best today’s genetics create 
the available gene pool tomorrow. 
WEAVER Our present herd sired 
one-half proven and one-half unproven 
sires. The daughters proven sires are 
about 100 pounds milk per lactation over 
the daughters unproven sires. The daugh- 
ters unproven sires, however, are 
younger. 

FULTON Six our last seven young 
sire daughter groups have out-performed 
and out-classified our proven bull daughter 
groups. This outstanding performance 
why have increased our young sire us- 
age. Our cull percentage also lower 
young sire daughters the average. 


How was your experience using the 
American Guernsey Association young 
sire programs get your bull proven? 
KOHLER have had the opportunity 
work with almost every bull stud the 
country and quite frankly, each experience 
was great! The only problem that have seen 
over the years was working with the 
young sire sampling groups. Occasionally 
didn’t seem get enough daughters 
the milking herds obtain adequate 
proof. This frustrating have good 
daughter two bull who might never 
get proof, but guess that part the 
game. Overall, enjoy working with genet- 
ics and the challenges provides, and see- 
ing the results mating three four years 
later sort fun! wish the turnover time 
could less, but keep playing the 
game and trying help prove tomorrow’s 
bulls today, all-the-while making maximum 
genetic progress our own individual herd. 
WEAVER The young sire programs are 
important for our breed. The need for 
more participation help find and develop 
more highly plus-proven sires the future. 
FULTON For our high-indexing and dif- 
ferent pedigree cows, getting their sons into 
proving programs very easy.

Over the past several years, have been 
encouraging breeders use the whole ac- 
tive A.I. list mate from rather than just 
using the top bull all their potential bull 
mothers. The results this advice have 
not yet been seen. When considering mat- 
ing, make sure that you, breeder, would 
want milk the female offspring from that 
mating. Don’t fall into the trap the num- 
bers game using the highest available bull 
for index and disregarding type. “Trumpet” 
certainly has tremendous production poten- 
tial but not the right mating many cows 
for certain type traits. The sires sons now
